“There never was any¬ 
thing like it,” we are told, as a keen¬ 
looking young soldier stirs his coffee 
at the canteen and asks for another 
slice of home-made cake. “You know 
it’s a funny thing,” he goes on, “at 
the ‘Y. M.’ a man sits with his hat on 
the whole evening, and here he 
reaches for his hat the minute he 
opens the door—and as for letters— 
why there have been more letters 
written home in the week since this 
club opened than in all the time the 
men have been at Camp Fremont. The 
first thing a man wants to do here 
is to sit down and write the folks at 
home all about it.” 

The club is in no sense a hostess 
house—there is not the room, and the 
Y. W. C. A. will fill that need in due 
time. 

On Sunday, as on every other day, 
the day begins early and the women 
on duty no longer linger at home over 
late Suhday breakfasts, but are at the 
club promptly at 9, ready to bring 
order out of disorder, rearrange books, 
magazines, music records, see that 
everything is dusted, water the plants 
that have given such a festive touch 
to the rooms since the opening day 
and were the thoughtful donations of 
florists in San Mateo and Burlingame. 
There are more men on Sunday, more 
letters written; the writing tables are 
all occupied before 11 o’clock and the 
Victrola and pianola never stop; 
games of billiards, dominoes and 
checkers are made up, groups come 
and go, the canteen has a full staff of 
uniformed women on duty and they 
are kept busy all day. It is the fa¬ 
vorite day for visitors, and, though 
they are made welcome, the rules for¬ 
bid them to linger and they are 
shown quickly about by the officer of 
the day. 

Call Club “Home.” 

The men call the “Club” “Home,” 
just as they do at the National De¬ 
fenders’ Club in the Monadnock 
building, and they also ask, “What 
are you going to do when there are 
20,000 men at Camp Fremont?” That 
is a question we ask ourselves—we 
already need double the space to ac¬ 
commodate the soldiers who fill the 
rooms each night—more donations of 
money to meet the running expenses 
and to supply the "home” these tall 
American boys have the right to ex¬ 
pect and need so sorely near these 
great training camps, where the at¬ 
tractive rooms are kept warm and 
bright and a wholesome, homelike at-

MANY SECTIONS NOT FAVORING 
PROHIBITION HAVE ABOLISHED 
SALOONS ENTIRELY. 


MACK SENNETT. 


Old John Barleycorn is no longer 
fighting on the offensive. He has 
been signally defeated on the Marne, 
stopped at the Piave and forced back 
all along the western front—with the 
exception of a portion of the Cali¬ 
fornia region, where he is suffering 
almost daily reverses. In Congress 
he worked desperately for a Russian 
truce that might stave off prohibition, 
and was again defeated. 

Less figuratively, liquor is steadily 
losing ground, and all indications 
point to its abolition as a beverage in 
the United States within six years. 
Particularly successful is the war be¬ 
ing waged against saloons, which are ! 
rapidly disappearing even in districts 
that do not favor full prohibition. 

Within the month, San Jose and ; 
Los Angeles have by popular vote de¬ 
cided to drive out all saloons and 
have curtailed the sale of liquor even 
in the cafes and hotels. The victory 
of the drys in Los Angeles is par¬ 
ticularly noteworthy on account of 
the size of the majority and the im¬ 
portance of the city itself. But for 
the desire to save the wine industry, 
there can be little doubt that Cali¬ 
fornia would adopt prohibition, and 
the acceptance by initiative vote of 
the Rominger bill is practically cer¬ 
tain. 

Dry Tendency Shown. 

In Ohio a constitutional amendment 
was defeated by the narrow majority 
of 1700 out of more than a million 
- votes cast. This was a gain of 53,000 
dry votes over the last preceding elec¬ 
tion—a most remarkable showing that 
foreshadows a prohibition victory 
when the question is again submitted. 
Iowa, already a dry State, refused by 
less than 1000 votes to adopt a “bone 
dry” constitutional amendment. New 
Mexico has joined the dry States. 

The House ratified the \ constitu¬ 
tional amendment for nation-wide 
prohibition, which already has been 
passed by the Senate. As passed by 
the Senate the resolution provided 
that the necessary three-fourths of the 
States must act on the amendment 
within six years from the time of its 
passage in Congress. The judiciary 
committee extended the time to seven 
years and would make the amendment 
I efflective one year from the time of 
t Its ratification. 

War-Time Prohibition. 

A bill introduced by Shaffroth of 
I Colorado in the United States Senate 
| provides for national prohibition until 
j the conclusion of the war. It would 
|j, also permit commandeering of dis- 
tilled liquors for government pur- 
The bill is now in the hands

In 1912 he organized his own company and attained enormous success as a 
builder of spectacular burlesque, hair-trigger comedies that were new to 
filmdom but which have been extensively copied—badly copied—all through 
the film world. 

Sennett never was married. His only sweetheart is his mother, who 
lives in a palatial home in Edendale, Cal., near her famous son’s equally 
famous studios. As a picker of beautiful girls Sennett has no equal, not even 
in Florez Ziegfield, the “Follies” king. For* his new comedies under Para¬ 
mount Mr. Sennett is adhering to his intention of adding to the gayety of 
nations by featuring all the pretty girls he can find. In addition he has a 
staff of comedians of burlesque who form a veritable battery of fun makers. 

Mack Sennett is the man who brought out Charlie Chaplin and Fatty 
Arbuckle. Under his direction those film funsters walked to film glory. 
There are others now with Sennett coming along the same path.

The United States government has 
declared an embargo on production 
and shipment for commercial pur¬ 
poses on all lumber 12 inches and 
wider, 24 feet and longer, and on any 
sizes 30 feet and longer. This means 
higher prices for all lumber for build¬ 
ing material in the very near future- 

There is every indication that the 
present so-called high prices of build¬ 
ing materials will take a jump in 
price which will last for several years- 
In fact, an announcement recently 
sent to the trade by the Portland 
Lumber Company states that “It is 
very possible next spring, to-day’s 
conditions will be remembered as 
bargain sales delivered in record 
time.” 

This condition in the lumber trade 
is due mainly to the heavy demands 
of our own government and the allies 
on the timber lands of America. No 
one can compute the requirements in 
the lumber line of our own govern¬ 
ment and our allies. Stocks of lum¬ 
ber stored at the mills and yards are 
far below normal. The railway com¬ 
panies are clamoing for material, and 
no stock of lumber held at present 
could be replaced at original cost. 
Should the railways be granted a 
freight increase it will further add to 
the delivered price of not only lum¬ 
ber but building materials of every 
kind. 

Government Buys Heavily. 

To those who contemplate building 
“some time in the future,” th© mes¬ 
sage of further high prices is elo¬ 
quent. Lumber is to-day cheaper 
than any other essential commodity, 
and is undoubtedly cheaper than it 
will be six months hence. 

Orders placed November 20 for 
shipment of twenty-eight million feet 
of ship material to be supplied by 
Oregon and Washington to the At¬ 
lantic coast give some indication of 
the tremendous demands being made 
on the mills of this section. 

Vertical flooring is practically • out 
of the market, and the wise property^ 
holder will do well to arrange for 
building while some of the materials 
are still available at prices which 
make buildfng possible and profitable.
